He spent his early years in Louis- 
ville, and at the age of 15 became 
a telegraph operator. At 19, work- 
ing as an operator in the Louisville 
Courier-Journal office, he applied 
for and obtained a job as reporter. 
He went to Kansas City later as a 
reporter for the Kansas City Post, 
and came to St. Louis in 1916 to 
cover the Democratic National Con- 
vention for that paper. While here 
he joined the Post-Dispatch news 
staff, which he left temporarily, 
nearly two years later, to enlist in 
the Tank Corps. He rose from the 
ranks to a Second Lieutenant in the 
brief remainder of the war period. 
After leaving the army, he engaged 
for a time in the automobile busi- 
ness, but soon returned to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

He was married in 1903, and is 
survived by his wife, Mrs. Missie 
Rogers, and a daughter, Mrs. P. 
S. Chamberlain of St. Paul, Minn.; 
and by his mother, Mrs. . Alice 
Welch, 94 years old, of Louisville, 
and three half-brothers, The latter 
are Lo and Fred Frantz and 
James Welch.

RULING ON TAX APPEAL 
OF MARK D. EAGLETON 


WASHINGTON, March 3% — 
Mark D. Eagleton, St, Louis lawyer, 
gained some points but lost others 
in rulings of the Board of Tax 
Appeals yesterday in his controver- 
sy with the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau over his income tax for 1932. 
A -deficiency tax assessment of 
$9940 had been made by the Rev- 
enue Commissioners. The board 
did not determine the amount due 
but left it to opposing attorneys to 
work out a settlement based on the 
board’s findings. 

The board held in Eagleton’s fa- 
vor by ruling the Revenue Com- 
missioner erred in adding $16,618 
to Eagleton’s’ 1932 income and 
Eagleton’s claim for $2153 for ex- 
penses paid also was partly al- 
lowed.

A claim of $88,859 against Eagie- 
ton for income taxes for the years 
1927-30 was settled two years ago 
for $20,017. The Revenue Commis- 
sioner alleged he had a net income 
of $517,800 during the four years 


while Eagleton contended it was

Money Down Rathole. 

“We must co-ordinate and make 
vocal all organizations which have 
suffered separately and silently 
while biological resources went 
down the 2rathole to the tune of 
hundreds of millions of dollars.” 

Darling said he could name six 
ward heelers who will be made 
State game commissioners: “Their 
knowledge of conservation will be 
nil,” he continued. “Effective or- 
ganization would stop their appoint- 
ments.” 

Honest State commissioners have 
been browbeaten because “you peo- 
ple have never come to the front 
for them,” Darling asserted. 

Expressing the hope that the 
pressure group will not be partisan, 
he said, “I will fight with any party 
that will uphold honest conserva- 
tion.” 

If the present trend toward ex- 
termination. of natural resources 
continues, he predicted that by 1960 
there would be only three acres of 
tillable soil per capita. 

Water Resources Abused. 

Water resources, more than any 
other, have been abused by man, he 
continued. “There ign’t any salmon 
run on any Atlantic Coast river to- 
day. After all the dams are con- 
structed on the Mississippi, the 
river will be a desert, as far as fish 
are concerned, from St. Paul to

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ARGENTINE REPUDIATES 
‘MURDER ‘CONFESSION 


Vagrant Halts in Middle of Sup- 
posed Re-enactment of 
Baby Kidnaping. 


By the Associated Press. 

MAR DEL PLATA, Argentina, 
March 3—Jose Gancedo Gonzales, 
the itinerant who police said con- 
fessed Monday the kidnaping and 
killing of two-year-old Eugenio Pe- 
reyra Iraola, halted in the middle 
of what was supposed to be a re- 
enactment of the crime yesterday 
and repudiated his confession. 

Gancedo was weeping as he 
alighted from a police automobile 
at the estate, from which the baby 
disappeared last Wednesday and 
where his nude body was found in 
a pigpen Saturday, with marks of 
strangulation. 

He began a purported retracing: 
of his steps. When he came to the 
place where the child’s body was 
found he turned suddenly to Judge 
Horatio Areco, who was conducting 
the inquiry, and said: Here the 
story ended. you want me to 
continue with this novel? 
want to go on with this farce? I 
will not continue! I took no 
child!“ 

Gancedo had gone through other 
details of the kidnaping with ap- 
parent readiness. On the way 
through a park at one point he 
urged the police to go more slowly, 
saying, “I did not walk so fast with 
the child. We walked more slow- 
ly.”

National Leaders Say It Blazes 


Trail for Non-Political Con- 
servation System.

One of the favorite topics among 
national leaders in wildlife conser- 
vation who are attending the North 


American Wildlife Conference at 
Hotel Jefferson is i's new 
conservation constitutional amend- 
ment known as “Amendment No. 4,“ 
adopted overwhelmingly at the last 
general election. It has been de- 


scribed fully at meetings and is 2 


subject of general conversation, 
The principal participants in the 


affording complete machinery for 
conservation development and de- 
signed to insure administration on 
a non-partisan, non-political basis. 

Conservation officials from other 
states said that the actual working 
out of the amendment will be ob- 
served with intense interest by con- 
servation enthusiasts throughout 
the country. As is known, the con- 
servation program is to be admin- 
istered by a commission of four 
members to be appointed by Gov. 
Stark by July 1. The commission 
selects a director of conservation, 
supplanting the activities of Wil- 
bur C. Buford, State Game and 
Fish Commissioner. 


Beal Test in Administration. 


Commenting on the amendment 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, Ira N. 
Gabrielson, chief of the United 
States Biological Survey, said it 
should mean “a long step forward.” 

Af properly handled it should put 
Missouri in front of the conserva- 
tion procession,” Gabrielson ob- 
served, “for it possesses the broad 
powers necessary to long range 
planning and varied forms of con- 
servation. 

“Its real test will come in per- 
sonnel] and administration. It may 
turn out to be awfully good or 
equally bad. It is the type of thing 
requiring big men to administer it. 
I am as enthusiastic about its poten- 
tialities as anyone in Missouri.” 

United States Senator Frederic 
C. Waleott, of Connecticut, chair- 
man of the conference and presi- 
dent of the American Wild Life In- 
stitute, regarded the amendment as 
an innovation in conservation meas- 
ures. b 


“It is the most advanced step 
ever taken by any state,” Senator 
Walcott said, “in conservation legis- 
lation or in legislation for the con- 
servation of natural resources. The 
fact that it is an amendment to the 
constitution adds permanence and 
security lacking in purely legisla- 
tive measures.” 

The Senator continued that Gov. 
Stark “is in the unique position of 
guiding this first constitutional 
amendment and keeping it out of 
politics.” The Governor, he added, 
3 “blaze the trail for other 


Hopes Wisconsin Will Follow. 
H. W. MacKenzie, director of 


the Conservation Commission of 


Wisconsin, expressed the hope his 
state would adopt a similar 
amendment and that the example 
would be followed nationally.

Navy to Spend $525,000,000 
—Three 35,000-Ton Ves- 
sels on List,

LONDON, March 3.—The British 
navy announced to Parliament to- 
day its share of Britain’s huge re- 
armament program for 1937 would 
cost £105,065,000 ($525,325,000) and 
include construction of 80 warships. 

At the top of the. list detailed by 
Sir Samuel Hoare, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, were placed three 
additional battleships of the type 
of the King George V and the 
Prince of Wales, now building, with 
a displacement of 35,000 tons and 


carrying 14-inch guns. 

Sih Samuel told the House of 
Commons the stepped-up naval and 
naval air programs would add 11,000 
officers and men to bring the total 
naval personnel. to 112,000. 

Two aircraft carriers, five cruis- 
ers of the “standard” 8000-ton class, 
two cruisers of about 5300 tons, 16 
destroyers, seven patrol type subma- 
rines and 45 smaller vessels of all 
types, the Admiralty Lord an- 
nounced; would swell Britain's ar- 
mada. 


$390,325,000 Burden on Taxpayers. 
Only $135,000,000. of the cost will 
be borne by Britain's new two bil- 
lion-dollar defense loan, Sir Samuel 
declared, forcing, the. nation’s tax- 
payers to dip into their pockets for 
the additional $390,325,000. 
The 1937 new program of con- 
struction, he said, was an increase 
of $118,000,000 over the 1936 
of which $45,000,000 would be spent 
for modernization of capital ships 
already in service and maintenance. 
The increase in man power, Sir 
Samuel told Parliament, was made 
necessary by the increased program 
of new construction for 1936 and 
1937, including expansion of the 
fleet and the fleet air force. 
Great Britain, he said, wottld ¢on- 
tinue to observe the qualitative lim-

The 80 
And Treatment 
Of Gall Stones 


Caused by Bile Stagnation, 
They May Be Harmless, 


or Require Surgery. 
By Dr. M. D. Seelig 


HAT we have said in our last 
two talks about jaundice, leads 
directly to the subject of gall 
stones, for the reason that they, 
more than any other agency, are 
most. frequently responsible for 
jaundice, They are not stones, of 
course, in the strictest sense of the 
word, but merely hardened masses, 
called concretions, made up of the 
salts or the coloring matter of the 
bile. The stones are found in the 
smaller ducts of the liver itself, in 
the larger bile ducts, but most com- 
monly in the gall bladder. The 
mere presence of stones in any of 
these locations does not in itself 
constitute active disease, for a very 
appreciable part of the population 
have gall stones that never make 
trouble enough. even to arouse the 
suspicion that they are present, or 
to require medical treatment. Dis- 
@ase supervenes, in the strict sense 
of the word, only when the stones 
cause inflammation, colic or ob- 
struction to the bile flow. 


The formation of the stones is 
due to the fact that, for one rea- 
son or another, the flow of bile be- 
comes sluggish, thus furnishing an 
opportunity for stagnation. As a 
result of the stagnation, the bile 
becomes concentrated, and when 
this happens, the contained salts 
and pigments tend to precipitate 
out in the form of masses. It's 
exactly the same process as occurs 
when a sugar solution becomes so 
concentrated that the sugar crys 
tallizes out as rock candy. Acute 


jor chronic inflamation of the liver, 


bile ducts or gall bladder, may also 
lead to the formation of gall stones. 
Once formed, the stones, as we 
have already learned, may nestle 
inncently and harmlessly through- 
out life. On the other hand, they 
may be the cause of endless 


trouble, destroying comfort, health 
and even life itself. 


What is to be done in the way 
of treatment for these disagreeable 
symptoms that owe their origin 
to gall stones? Whole treatises 
have been written covering the an- 
swer to this question. I believe I 
can answer it best, within neces- 
sarily short space, by telling what 
I would do as soon as I discovered
